INDUSTRY BY END_OF 1931 


This Is Expected Total After Gov- 
ernment Makes Arrangements 
for 2500 More,

MOSCOW, Oct. 31.—In ever in- 
creasing quotas, 


American skill and 
ingenuity are being utilized by the 
Soviet union to work out its in- 
dustrialization and aricultural pro. 


gram, 

Confronted by a serious shortage 
of engineering talent and skilled 
labor in its own population, the So- 
cialist state is importing more and 
more “technicians” and a large 
portion of them come from Amer- 
ica. 

Miners from the coal. pits of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia 
and Illinois and from the metal 
shafts of Michigan, Utah and Mon- 
tana; steel workers from the mills 
of Pittsburg and Gary; carpenters, 
bricklayers, machinists and rail- 
road men from all parts of the 
United States can be counted in 
Russia’s army of workers.

Text of U. 

The text of the 
follows: 

“The Government of the United 
States has received the resolution 
of the Council of the League of Na- 
tions of Sept. 30, 1931, suggesting 
an armaments truce and declares 
without prejudice its position at the 
disarmament 
conference or affecting any propo- 
sal it may desire to submit to that 
conference. It is prepared, for the 
period of one year, beginning Nov. 
1, 1931, to accept the truce, pro- 
vided that like action is taken by 
the other principal military and 
naval Powers. 

“Tt is the understanding of this 
Government that the proposed 
truce shall not apply to construc- 
tion which had been begun or for 
which contracts had been let prior 
to its entry into force. 

“The Government of the United

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Wheat con- 
tracts sold at the highest prices of 


the season today to the accompani- 
ment of claims that public interest 
has been aroused and the entire 
outlook the world over has sharp- 
ly changed. 

The rallies of the last few days 
were intensified in today’s brief 
session. The last of the deferred 
deliveries hurdled the 60-cent 
mark, and when the final quoft- 
tions were chalked up, the net 
gains for the day were from 1% to 
2% cents a bushel. 

Compared with the prices of 
Oct. 5, today’s maximums were a4 
gain of 37 per cent. December 
closed at 614% cents, March at 
64% @64% and May at 65% @66. 

One important factor stood out 
That was Rus- 
sia’s forced re-purchase of wheat 
on the rising market, necessitated 
by a smaller crop than had been 
anticipated And large unfilled ex- 
port orders. The Russian Govern- 
ment was reported to have collect- 
ed only 30 ber cent of the wheat 
it had expected this month.

SALVAGED FROM THE COLOMBIA 


Recovered From Wrecked Liner 
With Aid of Dynamite; $115,000 
in Ballion,

tug Peacock, carrying $150,000 
worth of gold bullion and silver 
coins salvaged from the liner Co- 
lombia, wrecked off the Mexican 
coast Sept. 12, docked here today.

16, as a preliminary to arbitration 
of the disagreement. 

The Washington Government has 
not been asked for an expression of 
its views on the league’s action and 
regards it as a league question upon 
which this Government, as a 
nonmember, should make no public 
comment, 


Against Permanent Occupation. 
While emphasizing America’s de- 
sire for strict neutrality, Castle 
said in response tO a question that 
the Government would feel obligat- 
ed under treaties guaranteeing Chi- 
na’s integrity to disapprove perma- 
nent Japanese occupation of Man- 
churian territory. 

Thus far, it is pointed out, the 
Japanese have denied any intention 
of permanent occupéction, asserting 
their troops will be withdrawn as

Bought Ether and Razor. 

“She asked me Tuesday night 
when I came home from school, if 
I would go out to cooki ps school 
with her Thursday when I got off 
work; that we would let on like we 
were going t@ the cooking school 
(held in a theater on Grand boule- 
vard), and I would go with her any 
place she wanted. She asked me if 
I would get her a can of ether, and 
I did. She asked me if I would get 
a razor. She didn’t ask me this 
the same time, though. She asked 
me about the razor Wednesday a 
week ago, and on the following day 
abeut the ether. 

“She said I could get the razor 
at the drug store, but I couldn't. 
So I went to the barber shop on 
Gore avenue near the drug store 
and got it there. 


“This week she asked me to go 
to the cooking school, and I never 
did refuse to go with her. She had 
the ether and the razor. We got 
out there some place on the road, 
and she said, ‘I don’t want to live 
any longer.’ 

“We stopped in at a house and 
asked how to get there. The house 
was at Washington and Clay ave- 
nues, Kirkwood. She said she didn't 
want to live any longer, for no one 
loved her, she had. no mother, 
brother or sister, and she said the 
doctor had told her she had the 
t. b. ‘I won’t live any longer,’ she 
said. 

“She took the ether out 
sprinkled it over her face. (Here, 
in answer to questions, Miss Fish 
made gestures of sprinkling some 
substance from a receptacle in her 
right hand, then carrying it to her 
face with her left hand.) 


Says She Swore Not to Tell, 


“She said to me, ‘If you want to 
go on, you can go.’ So I left her 
with the razor. Before I left, she 
said, ‘I’m going to kill myself.’ I 
raised my right hand and.swore to 
her I wouldn't tell it. She said, ‘I 
told my husband I was going to 
kill myself.’ She told Aunt Mamie 
and said, ‘The (visiting) nurse was 
down here to see me, and said she 
would be taking me away.’ She 
told me, ‘I’m going before she 
takes me.’ She made me swear I 
wouldn't tell. 

“IT was crying and had my hand 
up all the time. She said, ‘Now 
leave me,’ and I cried all the way 
back. I got lost, didn’t know 
where I was at. Stopped at the 
first house I came to and asked 
how to get outs and the woman 
told me st was a half-mile to the 
street car line. I'd never been 
there before and I was lost. . Reba 
said when we were going out 
there, ‘I'm going to a place where 
I’ve been before.’

“God knows 
it didn’t. It didn’t come from 
where the body was found.” She 
has a cut on one finger, caused, she 
said, by peeling apples. 

Murder, Coroner Insists. 


Coroner O’Connell declared to 
the jury, at the opening of the in- 
quest, that there was no doubt that 
Mrs. Maddux was murdered, and 
that her wounds could not have 
been “self-inflicted. He said that 
the edge of the razor had been 
broken off by the slayer, who had 
slashed throuwh a scarf around the 
woman's throat. Particles of steel 
from the razor’s edge were found 
in the wounds. 

Except for an inch and a half 
in the back of the head, the two 
chief wounds encircle the neck, 
and cut through all save the spinal 
column. There was also a deep 
wound between the right ear and 
jaw. Such wounds not only could 
not be inflicted by a pengon upon 
himself, the Coroner said, but it 
would be difficult for another per- 
son to inflict them unless the per- 
son wcunded were still, as Mrs. 
Maddux apparently was after 
administration of ether. 


The clothing was not disar- 
ranged, the testimony showed, 
there was no sign of a struggle 
precedent to death, and it was 
clear that the woman had not been 
criminally assaulted. The police 
take the view expressed by the 
Coroner. 

Additional Wounds Found, 

The razor, a black-handled bar- 
ber’s razor, the Coroner todld the 
jury, was found a few feet from 
the body, while the ether can was 
200 feet away. It had been opened 
with a jackknife or similar instru- 
ment and its removable cap was 
still in place. Near the body was 
a fragment of newspaper which had 
been used apparently as a wrap- 
per for the ether can. A cork, 
from the ether can, was also found. 

Further examination of the body 
after the inquest showed additional 
wounds—two of slight depth on the 
left shoulder, and three, also super- 
ficial, in the backs of the fingers 
of the left hand. In the left hand 
were clasped three 5-cent pieces, 
wrapped in a handkerchief. 

Miss Fish, testifying at the in- 
quest, wore a green dress with 
plaid trimming, a gray coat, fur- 
trimmed, brown shoes and hose 
and a dark brown hate with red 
feather. Her hair, hanging almost 
to her shoulders, was adorned by 
two rhinestone clasps,

It is known that the list includes 
the names of several retired naval 
officers, who would be subject to 
courtmartial ‘if it were found that 
they had acted insubordinately to- 
ward the President: In this con- 
nection, Galvin said this -was the 
first time thatsa list of the mem- 
bers had beerr furnished to any- 
one outside the League. ‘The 
President is expected to name his 
investigating committee promptly 
and the inquiry probably will start 
a week from Monday. 

Whether the officials of the Navy 
League will consent to appear: as 
witnesses is questionable, since it is 
realized that the committee wil 
have no legal authority to compel 
testimony.

Britten is an avowed partisan of 
the Navy in the controversy.

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125,000 JOBLESS 
IN CITY, RELIEF 
COMMITTEE SAYS 


Increase of 33 Per Cent 
Since January Indicated— 
Appeals Made ,for Three 
Charity Funds. 


The Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment’ estimates 
125,000 persons are unemployed in 
St. Louis, an increase of 33 per 
cent since last January, when.the 
Census Bureau found 94,000 with- 
out jobs. 

The committee’s estimate is 
based upon survey directed by 
George C, Smith, head of its indus- 
trial division. {It does not take in- 
to account abdut 5000 young per- 
sons who havé finished school but 
have been unsuccessful in fiuding 
employment. 

Results of the survey were made 
public as appeals are being made 
for three charity funds to meet the 
emergency occasioned by unem- 


ployment.

Kelly was killed Friday night at 
Market street and Broadway by an 
automobile driven by Charles L. 
Robinson, 3340 Bond a esti East 
St. Louis. 

Kelly, who was 66 years old, 
had a turbulent career in munici- 
pal politics, which led to his in- 
dictment in connection with the 
city lighting scandal of 1899. 

Details of the notorious lighting 
bill are best related in the words 
of Joseph W. Folk, then Circuit 
Attorney, and later Governor of 
Missouri, in an address to a jury in 
the famous “‘boodle” prosecution, 
thus summarized: 

The Municipal Assembly in 1899 
consisted of a City Council and 
House of Delegates. The lighting 
bill, authorizing the letting of a 
contract to light city streets with 
gas and incandescent lamps, was 
introduced in July, 1899. A “‘com- 
bine’ of 19 members of the House 
of Delegates had been formed to 
obtain bribes for their votes on 
important measures, it was. dis- 
closed subsequently. Unable to dis- 
cover who would be interested in 
paying for the passage: of the light- 
ing bill, the members of the com- 
bine voted against the measure, 
causing its defeat. 

$417.500 Bid for Votes Accepted. 

This action brought the bill out 
in the open,” and the ordinance 
was brought up for reconsidera- 
tion, and was passed when _ the 
members of the s¢ combine had 
agreed to accept 7,500 for their 
votes, after holding out for a time 
for $75,000. 

In the “boodle’’/prosecution, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk introduced evi- 


‘dence showing that Kelly received 


$47,500 in green |backs from Col. 
Ed Butler, then Democratic boss, 
and took the money to the North 
St. Louis home of lius Lehmann,

Systematic Corruption. 

“A systematic scheme of corrup< 
tion has been carried on for years 
by members of the Muniéipal As- 
sembly. From evidence before us 
it appears that an official of the 
city government boasted of the 
fact that he had made $25,000 a 
year out of his official. position, 
which paid a legitimate salary (as 
a member of the House of Dele- 
gates) of but $300 a year. One 
Legislator received $50,000 in cash 
for his vote on a pending measure, 
while another accepted $100,000 
for doing the very opposite of that 
Which he had agreed to do _ for 
$75,000.” 

Several members of the “com- 
bine’ hurriedly left the city, or 
when into hiding, among them 
John K. Murrell, who went to Mex- 
ico. Murrell was found and 
brought back to St. Louis by the 
Post-Dispatch, and that day “Char- 
ley’’ Kelly disappeared. 

In a ‘“‘confession,”’ published un- 
der his signature several years 
later, Kelly asserted he _ received 
$15,000 from “Boss” Butler with 
instructions to leave the country. 
The night of his disappearance he 
spent in the powder house at the 
quarry Of a friend. It was rumored 
that he wore the garb of a priest 
during the éarly days of his flight, 
but Kelly never confirmed this, 

Slipped Away to Europe, 
Kelly sailed from Quebec under 
the name of E. 8S. Scanlan. During 
the voyage ‘he sang at a concert on 
shipboard, and later derived con- 
siderable amusement from the fact 
that a St. Louis attorney in the 
audience failed to recognize him. 
Kelly toured Ireland, which he had 
never seen; Engiand, France and 
Italy.

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E. E. GOLD DIES; INVENTED 
HEATER FOR TRAIN COACHES 


Descendant of Revolutionary War 
Leader Succumbs to Heart 
Attack at Age of 84. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Edward 


E, Gold, 84 years old, inventor of 
the car-heating system generally 
used by railroads, died last night 
of a heart attack. 

He was a descendant of Maj. 
Nathan Gold, one of the first set- 
tlers, in Fairfield, Conn. Another 
ancestor, Col. Abraham Gold, was 
killed by the British at Ridgefield, 
Conn., during the revolutionary 
war. 

Mr. Gold was born in Waverly, 
Ill, and came to New York as a 
youth of 18. In 1882, he invented 
a system of heating railroad cars 
with steam from the locomotive by 
means of a steam hose coupler. He 
obtained more than 100 American 
and foreign patents, and his inven- 
tion received the highest award at 
Paris, Chicago,- Buffalo and St. 
Louis world’s fairs. In later years, 
he developed an electric heater for 
electric railroads. The heater is 
used extensively on street cars. 

He was president of the Gold Car 
Heating Co., which he. organized 
soon after his invention was per- 
fected, until three years ago when 
he resigned to become chairman of 
the board. 

A brother, Myron Gold of Waver- 
ly, Ill., survives. Funeral services 
will be held tomorrow.

He expresses a belief 
that Premier Laval is determined 
to make a bold effort to solve the 
question. 

If the effort fails, the *Unitéd 
States will turn to other nations, 
the correspondent warns his coun- 
trymen, and will try to impose so- 
lutions very different from .those 
envisaged by France. 

Disembarking at Havre Monday, 
Laval will arrive in Paris in mid- 
afternoon. Early Tuesday he will 
report to President Doumer and 
to the Cabinet on his American 
trip.

Collective Farms Look Best. 

Even from the train windows the collec- 
tive farms are easily detected. In the first 
place they are surrounded by wide fields. 
The old villages are surrounded by narrow 
strips of land in various stages of cultiva- 
tion. The collectives have new buildings, 
new silos, new wells, and are comparatively 
clean. The old villages have no silos, are 
dirty and the buildings are gradually going to 
pieces. They have no tractors and the cattle 
and horses lack the sleek, well-fed look that 
is noticeable in the collective live stock. 

The idea behind the collective farm is 
merely a long extension of the idea behind 
the Federal ‘Farm Board's co-operative mar- 
keting scheme, which was sponsored by the 
Hoover Administration. In Russia there is 
Government-directed co-operative marketing. 
The long extension is co-operative produc- 
tion. The difference between the American 
and Russian schemes is one of degree, not 
of kind. About 55 per cent of all Russian 
peasant households are now in collectives. 
The percentage is much higher in the grain 
growing regions. About 33 per cent of 
American farm households belong to coa- 
operative associations. 

The organization of the collectives dis- 
closes how Stalin has been forced to aban- 
don his rigid “‘Left’”’ ideas. There are now 
three forms of collectives: The  tovarish- 
chestvo, a very loose community in which 
only the land is pooled; the artel, the most 
widespread form, in which the land, work 
animals and machinery are used co-operative- 
ly, and the commune, a closely knit unit in 
which virtually everything is pooled. The 
commune closely resembles the State farm 
or Sovkhoz. It is the ideal but is magt un- 
popular with the peasants. Its aim is to 
change the farm into a factory. | 

The State farms closely resemble factories. 
The workers are housed in  barracks-like 
apartments or in tents on the field. They 
receive a regular wage or are paid by piece 


as in France. 
Margolin has no 
doubt that Russian 
agricultural economy . 
will force the capital- 
istic world to change 
its farming methods. 
His views are shared 
by Count Michael 
Karolyi, the _ first 
Premier of the Hun- 
garian republic and 


at one time the 


greatest landowner 
of Hungary. This 
summer Count Ka- 
rolyi spent several weeks living in the 
collectives in the Volga German _ republic. 
He came back to Moscow with the conviction 
that the Russian example would force Hun- 
gary and Rumania to nationalize the land 
within the next five years and at the same 
time have a devastating effect on the Ameri- 
can Middle Western farmer. 

Verblud was working on a 24-hour a day 
harvest schedule when the writer’ visited 
Margolin. The young director, who had been 
up all night inspecting a unit 30 miles from 
headquarters, was in his dressing gown look- 
ing thoroughly exhausted. As the interview 
progressed he warmed up to his subject and 
lost his fatigued expression. 

Margolin is a strong advocate for Ameri- 
can farming methods. He said he would like 
nothing better than to have Verblud equipped 
throughout with American machinery. He 
thinks that modern machinery plus Russia’s 
natural resources will enable the Soviet 
Union to dominate the world grain market. 


Cheap Wheat Production. 


Grain production costs in Russia, he esti- 
mated, were 30 per cent less than American 
costs. He said that he could not see how 
the United States could meet such in the 
world markets. ‘Let us take Verblud for 
an example,” he said. ‘“‘The land here is like 
that of your Dakotas. It would be worth 
about $30 an acre, a total of $7,500,000. 
Our equipment, including buildings, has cost 
between $2,500,000 and $3,000,000. But we 
do not have to consider the $7,500,000 in 
eur production costs. 

“And,” he added cryptically “our labor 
cost is much lower than yours. Of course, we 
must house, feed and educate our workers. 
We give them hospitalization and we have 
clubs and eptertainments. In the long run, 
however,.our labor costs are less than yours. 

“With our large farms we can use machin- 
ery much more efficiently than you can. 
When we have finished our harvests, we rent 
ouf machinery to the nearby collectives, who 


‘also aro large scale farmers. We have a 
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A woman “tractorist” at the Verblud farm, 


ready market for our grains and storage 
charges are small. I will admit that the 
collectives are not as efficient as they might 
be but they are improving.” * 

Margolin said that the Government co-op- 
eratives paid a ruble and a half a pood (30 
pounds) for wheat delivered at the elevator 
on the farm. With the ruble at par this 
amounted to $1.25 a bushel, 

“With wheat selling around 30 cents a. 
bushel on the farms in the “United States, 
how can you afford to export wheat?” he 
was asked. 

“That is merely the procurement—the do- 
mestic price,” he replied. ‘That has noth- 
ing to do with the export price.”’ 

“But isn’t that dumping?’”’ 

“Every country that exports wheat this 
year will dump,’ he said earnestly. ‘‘That in- 
cludes the United States, Canada, the Argen- 
tine and Australia. Wheat this year will not 
bring the cost of production. The Ameri- 
can cost of wheat production last year aver- 
aged $1.09 centa a bushel. I am quoting 
American Government statistics. It was sold 
this summer in Europe for 75 cents. That is 
certainly dumping. The price will be lower 
this year, perhaps, yet production costs have 
not gone down. Everyone will have to dump. 
Russia must sell grain to get money for our 
purchases abroad. The cost of production 
will receive small consideration.”’

Karolyi Looks into Future. 


An inspection trip around the farm in an 
automobile substantiated Margolin’s claims. 
In the first place the soil is virgin steppe 
land with a black top soil almost a yard 
deep. In the old days the Don Cossacks used 
it for pasturage. This summer 6000 agricul- 
tural workers were employed on the 250,000 
acres, or one worker for every 40 odd acres. 
Under the old Russian system with an aver- 
age of one household of four persons to every 
10 acres the farm would have supported, mis- 
erably, between 96,000 and 100,000 persons. 
Under the old system much wheat was ex- 


Russia they rely on wheat for export. It is 
too late for them to try to change from agri- 
culture to industry. The rest of the world 
has too long a start on them. 


Effects Upon America. 

“How will the nationalization come about? 
This year the two countries have been saved 
by French credits. Next year they will have 
a difficult time to make payments,. Perhaps 
they will make them. The following year 
will be the hard year.

We can hardly translate Mr. Baker's 
speech at Williamstown as a presiden- 
tial bid. You may remember that he 
suggested the way out of the tariff de- 
lirium in Europe was a customs union 
that would arrange an equilateral scal- 
ing down of levies, so much each year 
from an accepted basis, until nothing 
remained except free trade. The ad- 
dress was the sanest prgnouncement on 
internationalism that has come from a 
public figure in America for years. It 
made one think of Wilson, who was so 
much the ideal of both Baker and 
Roosevelt. And it made the sopho- 
moric declarations of Mr. Hoover seem 
particularly puerile. 

We sometimes wonder if Mr. Baker, 
when he wrote his able exposition for 
the Williamstown opening, had in mind 
only helping the conference on public 
affairs with an admirable outline. 
There is the possibility that he may 
have thought. ‘‘Well, this is the way I 
think. If the American people like my 
suggestions n international affairs, 
here is their chance to indicate it 
clearly.”’

If 
he would really lead the Democratic 
party in fundamentally constructive 
statesmanship, it would seem he would 
not only commend this speech, but would 
even go a step farther and declare that 
the United States affiliate with such a 
customs union and become a party to 
such an agreement.

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE TARIFF. 
‘The overwhelming victory of the Conservatives in 
the British election has been universally interpreted 
as foreshadéwing the early abandonment of Britain’s 
century-old policy of freedom of trade. If this inter- 
pretation is correct, the event can be viewed only as 
@ major economic catastrophe. — 

Protection, to be sure, may give some temporary 
}stimulus to British manufacturers; but this can be 
accomplished only by closing one of the world’s rich- 
est markets to the factories of Germany, France, 
America and other industrial nations. Established 
trade channels will thus be destroyed and world 
economic recovery further delayed. British working 
men may be given new opportunities for employ- 
ment; but this gain will be more than offset by ris- 
ing living costs in the United Kingdom. 

The three major steps of the National Government 
—the reduction of the dole, the abandonment of the 
gold standard and the restriction of trade—will, in 
the end, leave British labor in a sorrier plight than 
that in which they found it. Paris, Berlin, Buenos 
Aires and Washington are reported as apprehensive, 
and with good reason. French luxury goods will 
lose their principal market. New obstacles will be 
place in the way of German reparations payments 
by the further refusal of her creditors to accept her 
goods. Canadian wheat and Australian wool may 
profit by the enjoyment of a monopoly of the Brit- 
ish market; but their gain will be the loss of farm- 
ers in America, in the Argentine and elsewhere in 
the world. The index number of American exports 
published by the Department of Commerce has fallen 
from 100 to 43 during the past two years. If Great 
Britain and Canada do succeed in adopting reciprocal 
trade arrangements which will close Canadian mar- 
kets to American manufacturers and British mar. 
kets to American food and raw materials, nothing 
will suffice to halt the downward plunge of our 
export figures. 

The world seems bent on economic suicide. Every- 
where national selfishness stands in the way of that 
co-operative effort through which, alone, economic 
stability isto be re-established. At the very moment 
when the atrophy of industries cries out of the need 
for a revival of trade, nations move to rear higher 
and higher barriers in the way of this trade. We 
are like the sick man, who, brought to his bed by 
one dose of medicine, desperately swallows six doses 
that he may restore his health. 

For this sorry situation, America, unfortunately, 
is principally responsible. At a time when every con- 
sideration of sound economics demanded that we 
take the lead in the reduction of economic arma- 
ment, we threw up new barriers to menace world 
trade. We thereby drove other nations to retalia- 
tory action. Britain, in the extremity of despera- 
tion, is but tardily following in their steps. Fatuous 
as ever, Senator Fess advises the Conservative ma- 
jority in the House of Commons that they “should 
not put tariffs into effect that would create irrita- 
tions.” Is it conceivable that the Senator does not 
realize that the real irritation was his own work 
and that of his colleagues in the Smoot-Hawley- 
Grundy plunderbund? Thomas W. Lamont, who was 
a member of the committee that drew up the Young 
plan for reparation payments and is certainly as 
highly qualified as anyone to speak on the economic 
plight of the world, says in this week’s Saturday 
Review of Literature: 

American bankers and investors have about 
come to the point where they will no longer 
feel safe in making loans abroad while their 
Government continues to stick rigidly to a tariff 
policy that threatens to take away from foreign 
borrowers the means for repayment of such 
loans. ... Certainly ways could be found, with 
all due regard for our industries, which long ago 
graduated from the infant class, to reduce ma- 
terially the height of our tariff barriers and at 


the same time, through encouraging greater im- 
ports in gertain schedules, to increase substan- 


In almost every country, including our own, 
this excessive protectionism is hard at work. 
Every country declares it is a very bad thing 
for the other country, but a good and necessary 
thing for itself. And we blithely go forward 
here in America to set up new and higher bar- 
riers for trade to try to leap over or fall pros- 
trate before. Even now the question of placing 
a tariff on copper and oil is being seriously dis- 
cussed here. And yet those are probably the two 
products, counting in the South American cop- 
per-producing companies that are American 
owned and controlled, that we produce more 
cheaply than any other country in the world.- 

It is obvious that one reason why the other 
nations of the earth have been building up fresh 
tariff walls is the conviction that, if so great a 
country as the United States of America feels 
it essential to erect, increasingly high tariffs, 
then all the more is it necessary for these lesser 
and weaker nations to follow our noble example. 
Our only hope is that the British action, or the 

threat of it, will bring our statesmen to their senses 
before they carry their policy of mutual frustration 
through to its logical conclusion in the complete 
destruction of world ,commerce. At best the 
British, too wise to believe that there is healing in 
tariffs, could have only one motive in resorting to 
them—that is, to say in effect to the other nations: 
“Very well, we will take away from you the free 
markets of England and see how you like it!” 


= = 
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ALONG ILLINOIS HIGHWAYS. 

The highways of Illinois have just been subjected 
to a searching examination, and have made a cred- 
itable showing. Mr. and Mrs. W. L. Lawton, investi- 
gators for the National Council for Protection of 
Roadside Beauty, have published their survey of the 
State’s roads, with a mingling of praise and criticism. 
Illinois’ 10,000 miles of concrete highways lead 
through scenery that dispels any previous concept of 
the State as flat and mionotonous. “No state has 
greener rights-of-way,” for shoulders and banks are 
kept planted in grass. Some of the roads may be 
barren of shade and foliage, but the Highway Depart- 
ment and civic groups are planning to plant trees on 
@ large scale. Many forest preserves are to be found 
along the highways, and Illinois is taking action, by 
& law approved last July, to gather historic and rec- 
reation spots into a series of State parks, to be con- 
nected by wide scenic highways. . 

However, Illinois is not without the roadside lit- 
ter that accumulates in many states. All too fre 
quent are shed-like filling stations with glaring 
signs, auto dumps, rickety barns plastered with post- 
ers, roadside colonies of pop and hot dog stands and 
a rash of signs, ranging from faded tin placards 
nailed on trees to rows of massive rented billboards. 
The investigators entered Springfield “through a 
veritable alley of billboards”; they counted 29 to 
the mile in one direction and 33 to the mile in an- 
other. The State enforces fairly well the law against 


signs on the rights-of-way, but there has been no at-

tempt to remove billboards placed on private prop- 
erty without the owner’s permission. Zoning is sug- 
gested to deal with the mushroom growth of unlovely 
wayside marts at intersections. 

Two-thirds of all transcontinental travel, it is esti- 
mated, crosses Illinois. For the sake of safety as 
well as to preserve the rural beauties which delight 
the traveler, the State should accept the constructive 
criticism of this report and supplement its far-sight- 
ed building policy with steps to prevent deterioration 


of natural values. . 


THE JOURNALISTIC DIAGNOSIS. 

Notwithstanding the proud place of the writer in 
the story of human progress, it does not necessarily 
follow that every publishéf and editor of dir times 
knows what is the matter with the world or how 
the malady can be cured. 

We therefore offer for what it is worth the sym- 
posium taken from Editor & Publisher. Some of 
the writers, such as Dr. John Stewart Bryan, pub- 
lisher of the Richmond News - Leader, display the 
quality of philosophy. The world is in a state of 
transition. The World War closed the old era in 
which all the nations went about armed against 
one another exactly as in the time of feudalism in- 
dividuals went about armed against one another. 
There have been two great political and social 


achievements in history. One of them was the in- 


stitution of domestic society, in which an officer 
of the law protects the life and property of the citi- 
zen. The other was the abolition of human slavery 
and the introduction of the humane principle that 
the laborer is worthy of his hire. 

We are witnessing the birth of the third great 
social and political achievement. Many of us will 
probably live to see the creation of an international 
society in which the armed nations will go the way 
of the feudal lords. In the absence of an interna- 
tional society there has not been, until the advent 
of the League of Nations, any machinery by means 
of which the world could defend itself against the 
two-gun nation, though such a nation is just as much 
an international desperado as Robin Hood and Jesse 
James were domestic desperadoes. It is also in the 
absence of an international society that there is no 
economic council by means of which credit and 
finance throughout the world can be equalized for 
the purposes of international trade. As a result, we 
have the gold famine, together with the ruination 
of silver and all the values based upon silver in 
Mexico and the Orient. The gold standard, which 
England has just been compelled to abandon, thus 
putting her in a position to sell her goods cheaper 
than we can sell our goods, is hardly any better 
understood anywhere than the Einstein theory. We 
are capable within the nations of such devices for 
stabilizing credit as our own Federal Reserve Bank. 
But between the nations credit is something merely 
blown about by the winds. The tariff is a device of 
nationalism. Internationalism would seek to facili- 
tate trade among the nations of the earth, whereas 
nationalism sets up such barriers that at last the 
whole world finds itself unable to do business. When 
the United States became the great creditor nation 
of the world, wisdom would have dictated a policy 
totally opposite to the one we adopted. We should 
have exerted our power to bring about a fluid condi- 
tion of trade, that it might flow freely everywhere. 
No country in default of wisdom ever made a greater 
mistake. We had the industry, and. we had the 
money. We might have put the one out into the 
world and used the other to keep it going. What we 
really did- do was to build a wall around ourselves. 
Now we sit inside that wall and wonder what hap- 
pened. We have both the money and the industrial 
machine, and we can’t use either. 

We award to Publisher McCormick of the Chicago 
Tribune the prize for humor in the symposium. He 
thinks too many socialistic and communistic para- 
"sites have attached themselves to our political insti- 
tutions. Since neither the Communists nor the So- 
Cialists gave us the Hawley-Smoot tariff law, which 
is the immediate cause of our ills, and neither the 
Communists nor the Socialists gave us the World 
War, the primary reason why the times everywhere 
are out of joint, the point is hardly what Shakspeare 
would have called a palpable hit. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND THE BIBLE. 

Bible reading in the public schools is unlawful in 
12 states; in 20 it is legal. The latest word on this 
moot subject comes from the United States Supreme 
Court, which has refused to rule on a case from the 
State of Washington, “for want of a substantial Fed- 
eral question.” George I. Clithefo and 36 others had 
brought suit against the State Board of Educatioz 
to compel it to sanction Bible reading, although the 
State Constitution forbids it. Such a provision, the 
37 appellants told the Supreme Court, violated the 
right of religious freedom guaranteed in the Federal 
Constitution. This was an excellent argument, as- 
serting a fundamental tenet of Americanism, which 
all unbiased citizens must indorse heartily. How- 
ever, it had one defect: It appeared on the wrong 
side of the case. It is an argument applicable only 
by those who oppose the practice. Expressly to safe- 
guard religious liberty, 12 states forbid Bible reading 
in their public schools, so that students may not have 
religious expressions contrary to their own views 
forced upon them.

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ARBORETA IN MISSOURI. 

The Arnold Arboretum, in drawing up the first 
comprehensive list of arboreta and botanic gardens in 
the United States, credits Missouri with only two 
institutions among those which grow plants and trees 
to further botanical ends, whether economic, scien- 
tific or esthetic. One, of ccurse, is the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, which is known throughout the 
world. The other is the Mark Twain Memorial Park 
at Florida. In contrast to Missouri, which by its 
geography and flora is,admirably suited to such pur- 
poses, stand states with five to 12 times as many. 
New York, for example, has 24, Pennsylvania 21, Cali- 
fornia 14 and Massachusetts 11. That Missouri is 
not without the raw material for such establishments 
goes without saying. There are now no less than 14 
State parks, but as yet they are little more than un- 
developed tracts. The opportunity they present for 
planned tree and plant growing should command at- 
tention at Jefferson City. Scientific advancement 
and public recreation can go hand in hand, the truth 
of which needs no more proof than the place in our 
life of the garden of Henry Shaw.

Alexander Dana Noyes, financial editor, 
New York Times—To a very great extent, 
our recent trying experiences must be 
ascribed to Our own é¢xtravagances in 1929. 
Other causes for the present depression 
have undoubtedly existed than our mad 
speculative mania of that year and the in- 
evitable train of consequences, but it is cer- 
tain that this period of reaction would not 
have been just what we have witnessed but 
for the performances of two or three years 
ago. The world will emerge from the period 
of violent economic readjustment as it has 
emerged from many other and equally try- 
ing episodes of the kind. But the world 
will have to shake off its hysteria first. 


Laurence Todd of Washington Bureau, 
Federated Press—Acting under war powers, 
whose justification is the national defense, 
Congress can and should promptly take over 
th@® manufacturing, mining, extraction, 
transportation and distribution industries. It 
should organize a nation-wide system of 
economical distribution of consumers’ goods 
to the people, such distribution being de- 
vised primarily to furnish to all the people 
a comfort standard of living. Employment

Had to Buy 40 Birds. 


“But,” said Kennon, “vou 
brought back about 40, didn't 
you?”’ 

“Oh, yes, but I ddin’t catch 
them,.’’ was the reply. “J bought 


‘them. You might go into the jun- 
‘gle and see a bird of paradise in a 
itree. You would not know wheth- 
jer the bird lived there, or fed there 
}or was just passing through. 


“But the natives know. They 


know the individual birds. When 
la native goes out for birds of para- | 
dise, he goes out to capture such-. 
'and-such a bird which lives in 


such-and-such a tree. 

“Unlike the South American In- 
dians, the New Guinea people do 
not keep pets. They capture birds 
of paradise to use their plumage 
for decoration and their flesh for 
food. If they could shoot them, 
they would, but they are a spear 
people and the birds stay out of 
spear range. 

“T remember one time when a 
radio operator on the Castle line 
tried to buy a wonderful gray tern 
from a woman in Vdiparaiso. He 
kept offering her more and more 
money and the woman kept saying: 
‘Pet.’ It was the only English 
word she knew. Finally he offered 
her $5 in gold, which is about the 
same as offering somebody here 
in America $1000 for a canary. But 
the woman turned down his last 
offer as quickly as his first. 

Natives Hard to Convince. 

“The New Guinea people 
wouldn't do a thing like that. They 
wouldn't have had the bird in the 
first place. They'd have eaten it. 
It’s incredible to them that any- 
one wants to buy birds of paradise 
alive and sometimes it takes days 
to convince them that your offers 
are in earnest. 

“In the meantime, all you can 
do is get their confidence. And 
the best way to do that is to go 
there and sit. Strangely enough, 
like most primitive people they are 
fussy about their trinkets. The 
shops in Sydney know. They sell 
traders different kinds of trinkets 
for different tribes. For instance, 
the New Guinea people like small 
square beads, but there was none 
on the market and we had to take 
a slightly larger size. We could 
hardly get rid of them. 

“Well. we showed the ‘natives 


our trade. We had some knives 
and red cloth and beads. They 
didn’t care at all for the beads and 


when we said we'd give a knife for, 


a bird of paradise, they didn’t be- 
lieve us. Finally one brought us 
one of the magnificent species, and 
got his knife. After that we had 
plenty of birds. We had to give 
axes for the blue birds of paradise. 


“The magnificents are very com- 
mon. ‘They're like sparrows. Boys 


catch them. Men won't bother with 


them. They consider magnificents 
beneath the dignity of a man.”’

The boy 
just died. His brother told Beebe 
a devil had entered it.”’ 

Crandall chuckled. ‘You know, 
you tell the doctors that and they 
don’t like it.”’

Impressive Farm Statistics, 


Collectivized farming is not an 
entirely few thing in Russia. The 
Old ‘‘mir’’ was a loose co-operative. 
The land belonged to the crown, 
but the community, the village, 
had the useufruct of it. At stated 
periods the iand was redistributed 
to the members of the community 
in widely separated narrow strips, 
so that a few persons did not get 


all the best land. Taxes or rents 


were paid in a lump sum by the 
village. This system, the so-called 
three-field system, was probably 
the most inefficient form of agri- 


culture ever devised. The strips 


were separated by rows, which ate 
up valuable land, and the worker 
often had to walk miles to culti- 
vate his various strips. 

In 1911 Stolypin, the Prime Min- 
ister, sought to bring the peasants 
to the defense of the conservatives 
by distributing the land to individ- 
uals in the villages. In the order- 
less revolutionary days of 1917 
many of the peasants went back to 
the “mir.”” Under the cut-throat 
competition of the New Eonomic 
Policy between 1921 and 1927 the 
poorer peasants again were de- 
prived of their land. The 1927 
census disclosed that 5,800,000 
peasants were without land! 22,- 
400,000 had less than 10 acres and 
not more than one horse: 76,700,- 
(00 had between 10 and 27.5 acres 
and one or two.horses, and 4,900,- 
000 peasants, the so-called kulaks, 
had more than 37.5 acres, or three 
horses, hired two workers or had 
machinery. 

When Stalin started his collec- 
tivization scheme he thought he 
was forced to destroy the kulaks 
who, while constituting only one- 
twenty-fifth of the peasantry, con- 
trolled one-sixth of the sown 


area. Imstead of issuing a ukasé 


to destroy the comparatively well- 
to-do peasants outright the Gov- 
ernment used the euphemism, 
“liquidating” the kulaks. The ku-

The figures contained in the or- 


der were illuminating. In the 


North Caucasus 88 per cent of the 
peasant households, Controlling 94 
per cent of the cultivated land, 


were collectivized: in the Lower 


Volga, 82 per cent of the house- 


holds, controlling 92 per cent of 


the lands, were collectivized; in the 
Middle Volga the figures were 90 
per cent and 95 per cent respective- 
ly; in the Ukranian Steppes, 85 and 


94 per cent; Crimea, 83 and 80 per 
cent and in the:grain regions of the 


Urals; 75 and 82 per cent. These 


are the principal grain regions of 


European Russia where most of the 
export wheat is produced. 
Preliminary studies for the Sec- 
ond Five-Year Plan for agriculture 
have already been made _ public. 


This Second Plan is scheduled to 
start early in 1933. It calls for 
increasing the sown area from the 
343,000,000 acres cultivated this 


year to 475,000,000 to 500,000,000 
acres by the end of 1937. The re- 


port pointed out that the task was 


not so much that of increasing the 
sown acreage as of incgeasing the 
yield per acre. By the increased 
use of machinery and mineral fer- 


tilizers and by general improvement 


of farm technique the gross out- 
put of grain is expected to be ine 


creased by 60 per cent. Cattle 
farming is scheduled for a 250 per 


cent increase. The Second Plan 
ealls for a total of 15,000,000 
horsepower in tractors alone. 
Menace of Russian Cotton, 
Electrification was one of Len- 
in’s pet hobbies and the Stalin 
Government is carrying out the 
idea. Under the Second Plan 25,- 
060,000,000 kilowatt hours of elec-

BOSTON, Oct. 31.~—Gov. ‘Albert 


C. Ritchie of Maryland, speaking 
here before a luncheon gathering of 
the Democratic State Committee, 
demanded to know “what has the 
Republican party to say to the 
woman who asks where her man’s 
job is now?” 

Only a return to the “sound 
principles of the Democratic par- 
ty” could save the day, Ritchie 
said, as he entered into a vigorous 
arraignment of the national admin- 
istration’s handling of the problems 
of the.Western farmer, the South- 
ern cotton planter and the Eastern 
manufacturer. 

“Tariffs which invite reprisals 
and which destroy export. trade 
when world markets are what we 
need will not make producer, man- 
ufacturer or consumer prosperous,” 
he said. 

Assailing the increasing number 
of governmental bureaus, “imposed 
upon an already overtaxed and 
over-regulated people,” Ritchie 
said, ‘“‘we still have national prohi- 
bition imposed upon us, although 
every one ought to see now that it 
will not. and cannot prohibit and 
that a return of this question to the 
state igs the only way out of the wil- 
derness of unhappy consequences 
which have followed the eighteenth 
amendment.” 

He charged the Government was 
derelict in its duty in not warning 
the country of the impending eco- 
nomic crash which, he gaid, “‘might 
not have been so bad had the Gov- 
ernment warned the country it was 
coming”’ 

Discussing the agricultural situ- 
ation and price stabilization, he 
charged the Kepublican party had 
tried to lift the Western farmer by 
his own boostraps. 


I5-CENT RISE IN OIL PRICE 
BOLSTERS SOUTHWEST MORALE 


Several Major Companies, How- 
ever, Have Not Indicated if 
They -Will Accept Increase. 

TULSA, Ok., Oct. 31.—Announce- 
ment of a 15-cenht increase in crude 
oil prices bolstered the morale of 
the midcontinent oil industry today 
and was reflected throughout the 
South west. 

The »price advance was caused 
chiefly by an interstate agreement 
on proration of output, enforced by 
martial law in East Texas and Ok- 
lahoma. 

Initiated by the Continental Oi! 
Co., the new scale of 61 to 85 cents 
a barrel will become effective Mon- 
day in Kansas and Oklahoma. 


The increase was immediateiy 


met by the Barnsdall Of] Co., the 
Wilcox Oil and Gas Co. and the 
Vickers Petroleum Co. Other coin- 
panies indicated they would fall in 
line. No change was announced in 
Texas, although Brigadier-General 
Jacob Wolters, martial law com- 
mander in the East Texas field, said 
he looked for a price increase Mon- 
day. 

Among the major companies, the 
Stanolind Crude Oil Purchasing Co. 
(Standard of Indiana) and the Sin- 
clair Oil and Gas Co. failed to in- 
dicate whether they would meet 
the increase or hold to their pres- 
ent schedule of 46 to 70 cents. 

Under recommendations from in- 
dustry leaders, oil interests agreed 
to hold production of the United 
States to 2,381,000 barrels daily, 
about 100,000 barrels under actual 
consumption. Production for Sep- 
tember, the United States Bureau 
of Mines reported yesterday, ay- 
eraged daily 2,121,000 barrels, the 
lowest in five years.

tery. Turkestan, the great cotton- 
growing area in Asia, was closed to 
correspondents this summer. Re- 
ports reached Moscow that all was 
not going well in that region. One 
cf America’s great agricultural ex- 
perts told the writer before he left 
for Russia this summer that if he 
could bring back the true story 
about Russian cotton he would 
have the biggest story that ever 
came out of the Soviet Union. The 
expert said that if Russia was able 
to carry out her cotton plant the 
American South would be forced to 
change its entire mode of living. 
The writer reluctantly admits that 
he did not bring back the big 
story. Turkestan was closed to 
him and he was unable to find a 
competent authority in Moscow 
who could or would give him facts. 

Russian authorities in Moscow 
frankly boasted that they intended 
to compete in the world grain mar- 
ket. They pointed out, however, 
that Russia had been blamed for 
many thivgs for which she was not 
responsible and as a specific in- 
stance called attention to Secretary 
of Agriculture Hyde’s “Red Scare” 
last winter, when he charged that 
the Russians were depressing the 
wheat market by short selling. 
They insisted that the operation 
was perfectly legitimate and wasa 
necessary “hedge’’ on cotton pur- 
chases. They pointed out that the 
amount of the sales, 5,000,000 bush- 
els, was insignificant when com- 
pared with the usual operations on 
the Chicago Exchange. 

Stabilized Prices Wanted. 

All officials deciared that they 
would like nothing better than a 
world agreement to stabilize wheat 
prices. They recalled that Russia 
had announced her willingness to 
co-operate at the Geneva and Lon- 
don wheat conferences and that 
other delegates could not agree. A 
stabilized grain price, they point- 
ea out, would enable the Govern- 
ment to plan ahead on ita, machin- 
ery purchases. They also admitted 
that reduction of exports would be 
of great benefit to the Russian 
people. The wheat not exported 
could be consumed ‘domestically.

Since 1883 the green-clad ware 
riors from New Hampshire have 
sought in vain for’ victory over 
Yale. Today they had it within 
their grasp for a fleeting moment, 
while 35,000 persons stared down 
from the big gray bowl in breathe 
icsSs attention. 

Dartmouth Comes From Behind. 

Bill McCall, stocky Dartmouth 
back, had just intercepted a for- 
ward pass intended for Captain Al- 
bie Booth, of Yale, and run _ 60 
yards for the touchdown which 
made the score 30—33. This Dart- 
mouth team had come on the field 
to start the second half trailing 
the Blue 10 to 26, and in a head. 
long dash which brooked no oppo- 


sition had come within striking 
distance. 
Bill Morton, who played bril- 


liantly all the game at quarterback 
for Dartmouth, tossed two passes, 
one to W. C. Brister, his left half 
and another to McCall carrying 
the ball to Yale's 15-yard lines 

He made a futile plunge himself 
at a thin blue line which threw 
him back without a gain. He 
galled a reverse, faked a pass to 
another back and then gave the 
ball to McCall. Blue clad, white 
helmeted figures came charging 
through. McCall tried. to outrun 
them to his right, saw an eligible 
receiver over the goal and faded 
back, but as he pulled back his 
arm to let the pass go he was 
smothered under a blanket.of Yale 
tacklers. There was another down 
to go. What to do? 

The Dartmouth team stayed long 
in a huddle. Then the decision 
was made. Morton dropped back 
to his own 18-yard line and when 
the ball came back to McCall, who 
placed it on the ground, calmly 
kicked it through the uprights 28 
yards away. If they could not win 
neither could Yale. And so the 
game ended. 

The game started as if to be a 
Dartmouth romp, with the Green 
keeping the ball constantly in Yale 
territory through the first quarter 
and Morton scoring the first of his 
two field goals on the opening play 
of the second.

Booth led another Yale advance 
the first time the Blue got the ball 
again, which ended when Todd, 
his running mate at right half, 
tossed him a 10-yard pass and he 
galloped 10 more for his second 
touchdown in five minutes.

U. 5. TAX REDUCTIONS 
FOR DEPRECIATION 


Court of Appeals Upholds Cuf 
Applies to Leasehold 
Improvements. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—J. S. Seid- 


man, tax expert and public ac- 
countant, in a statement in the 
National Real Estate Journal, says 


that incrcased income tax deduc- 
tions for depreciation of the cost 
of leasehoids and leasehold im- 
provements will be allowable un- 
der an important decision just 
rendered by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the Sec- 
ond Circuit, holding that the com- 
putation is to be based on the 
Original lease term without regard 
to optional renewal periods. 

“As a result of this decision,” 
Seidman explains, “leasehold own- 
ers will be entitled to increased an- 
nual depreciation deductions dur- 
ing the original term of the lease, 
Since the rule heretofore has been, 
as laid down by the Board of Tax 
appeals, that in figuring deprecia- 
tion the period over which it is to 
be spread is not only the original 
term, but also the optional renew- 
al period where the tenant has the 
renewal privilege. On account of 
adding the renewal period, = this 
meant a smaller annual charge- 
off during the basic term. 

“When the tax case of Bonwit 
Teller & Co. came up, and it in- 
volved this point, the company 
took issue with the board's dect- 
sion, and appealed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Its contention 
before the court was that the re- 
newal period should be ignored 
since it was doubtful whether or 
not the lease would be renewed and 
to reduce the depreciation deduc- 
tion on account of a possibility of 
renewal that may or may not in 
fact materialize,,.was improper.”

Ford's New British 
Plant Largest in 
World Outside U. S. 


Another large unit has been add- 
ed to the world-wide Ford manu- 
facturing factories by the opening 
of the Dagenham plant of the Ford 
Motor Co., Lfd., of England, 18 


miles from London, on the Thames 
River. The plant has produced its 
first Ford car, and when fully in 
operation will supply Ford prod- 
ucts to a large part of Europe. 

It is largest aytomobile factory 

in the world outside of the United 
States. It occupies 110 acres with 
an additional tract of 484 acres ad- 
joining reserved for ‘expansion. It 
fronts nearly half a mile on the 
Thames River, permitting the re- 
ceipt of raw materials and the 
shipment of finished cars and parts 
by water as well as by rail. 
The assembly and manufacturing 
building are each 1000 feet long 
and 300 feet wide, being separated 
by a covered railway court 80 feet 
wide. A 500-ton blast furnace, the 
first of its kind built in Southern 
England, a 500-ton sintefffig plant, 
a battery of 45 by-product coke 
ovens capable of carbonizing 800 
tons of coal a day and a huge dry 
quenching plant are among the 
features of the Dagenham works.

makers. M. Citreon outlined his

The American motorcar indus- 
try has been trying for years’ to 
run its export business above the 
1.9000,000 unit mark, but the near- 
est it has come to that figure was 
n 1929, when foreign sales of 
American made vehicles totaled 
697.111 cars. Last year the total 
dropped off to 559,907 units, and 
with increased tariff restrictions 
raised this year, indications are the 
oversea@ls sales of American made 
motorcars will show a further drop

“Another advantage in buying a 
new car at this season is that it 
is in the best condition for the 
heavier strains of cold weather 
driving. Starting is easier and the 
electrical system is stronger than 
one that has been used for nearly 
a year. Tires have sharp treads 
which will minimize skidding on 
icy roads. 

“Then, with a

Spectators find it fascinating to 
watch Rivera work. Sometimes he 
works far into the night with the aid 
of an electric torch. His huge sham- 
bling figure looks grotesque up there 
in the half light. It looks almost like 
some of the shapes he draws. People 
watching Rivera always look to see if 
he has that quart bottle of milk beside 
him-—-and he usually has. They wait 
around for hours hoping he will come 
down and let them see him at closer 
range. He has a benign mioon-face 
and always makes his visitors feel at 
home. He might even ask one or two 
of them to go up and sit beside him 
on the scaffold. He does that some- 
times. 

It is no small honor to be asked 
to climb up and sit beside Rivera. He 
is the greatest artist of all Mexico and 
a mural painter of international repu- 
tation. He has painted murals in 
France and Russia and it was he who 
decorated the San Francisco Stock Ex- 
change and the School of Fine Arts. 
When he has finished with the grand 
staircase of the National Palace here 
he will go to the United States again, 
this time to paint murals in the De- 
troit Museum of Art. Much of his 
work is to be seen in public buildings 
of Mexico, 


IVERA’S vigorous murals in the 
PQ siinisers of Education, the Agri- 

tural School and the Palace of 
Cortez at Cuernavaca have somehow 
stamped him in the public mind as a 
revolutionist. To the foreigner, espe- 
cially, these paintings bring a sense of 
the explosive forces of Mexico. He 
plays upon such themes as the persis- 
‘tent racial identity of the native Indi- 
an population; the veneer of Spanish 
culture, imposed by force and cracking 
in sears; the greed of modern indus- 
try, riding over and exploiting the 
ignorant. 

The double tier of murals adorning 
the galleries which encircle the great 
open air theater at the Ministry of 
Kiducation are by their extent Rivera's 
most impressive works. The bronze- 
like tones, relieved by cool white and 
black, and the plastic, rhythmic con- 
ception of the figures gives the im- 
pression almost of a bas-relief. The 
decoration follows the Aztec system of 
the picture story and mounts in tempo 
from the passive depiction of the life 
of the oppressed on the ground floor 
to the massed movement above 
Photographs of these murals are 
known in the United States through 
the German edition of Rivera’s work 
More widely known, perhaps, are the 
black and white drawings with which 
he has illustrated the recent books of 
Stuart Chase and Carleton Beals 
“Mexico” and ‘‘Mexican Mk&ze.”” On

Hoelzel carefully prepared his data, 
tabulated them, worked again and 
again over the paper announcing his 
discovery and at last had it privately 
printed, at his own expense, under the 
auspices of the University of Chicago. 
It was because he was determined to 
prove his point; it was the most im- 
portant thing in the world to him. He 
mailed his paper to the distinguished 
physiologist and to 1000 other scien- 
tists and sat down to wait for a reply. 


HAT Hoelzel really wanted 
WV was a confession of error 
from the distinguished physi- 
ologist. Months passed and no an- 
swer came. Apparently he might as 
well have dropped his pamphlet 
into Lake Michigan for all the effect 
it had. So Hoelzel sat down to eat 
more string, beads aluminum, ball 
bearings and gold in order to get 
more data. This new experiment went 
on for three years. Every day dur- 
ing the whole time he ate from five 
to 100 knotted strings. This time he 
tried pieces of cork, too. The results 
were essentially the same as before, 
and again he prepared a paper, which 
was published this

In this research Hoelzel is proud to 
have a part. 

As his essential contribution to 
science, he has prevented the accep 
tance as fact of certain premature the- 
ories about hunger and the digestive 
system. Had these theories been ac- 
cepted, they might have long impeded 
the progress of research. Hoelzel had 
the courage to carry out tests on his 
own body. Others have swallowed 
glass beads, experimentally, and a lit- 
tle cotton and sand. No one else has 
had nerve enough to adopt this diet. 
And Hoelzel] has had almost no iliness. 

At present his greatest problem is 
how to get a living. During the past 
three years his investments have melt- 
ed away to nothing. The University of 
Chicago has never paid him a salary— 
he never wanted one. Only the labora- 
tory and part of his special diets were 
provided. It was his own intense in- 
terest that led him into this career.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. 
RIVING one day 
along the way, Dr. 
Charles E. Diehl, 
president of South- 
western, Presby- 
terian college of 
the South, and Dr. 
a * Lacy, its 
executive ~“secre- 
tary, talked about 
the things that intef@sted them most, 
about their faith and the doctrines of 
their church that they held dear, each 
in his own way; talked freely and 
frankly, as friends, traveling together, 
talk 

They talked about the inspiration 
of the Bible and about passages that 
one person might accept in all sim- 
plicity and another, not so simple, 
might- ponder, perplexed and troubled. 
There was that passage in Joshua that 
told of the destruction of the Ca- 
naanites, 

Dr. Diehl, as one musing rather 
than as one laying down a postulate, 
said it was hard for him to believe 
that God told Joshua to kill . the 
Canaanites. 

Dr. Lacy was different. He did not 
find it hard to believe. Didn't the 
Bible say so' And wasn't the Bible 
inspired! Well then! As for the 
Canaanites, it was rough on them, but 
after all it was coming to them, 

Another day they traveled together, 
as they frequently did, on errands 
for the college that they both served, 
and the conversation was again about 
the Bible and the different theories 
as to its inspiration, and Dr. Diehl 
gave it as his judgment that the im- 
precatory psalms were not Christian 
in spirit, and the first chapter of 
Genesis was not q scientific 
treatise. 

Dr. Lacy, holding that mortal mind 
was not made to reason like that. was 
appalled. He gave no sign, but he 
did not forget These sayings went 
into his nemory. And the day came 
when it was possible to whisper them 
to eager ears 

Dr. Lacy, after thinking it over. 
decided that he could not continue 
to solicit subscriptions for a college 
whose president held such heretical 
views. He went to Dr. A. B. Curry, 
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vice president, and said he was going 
to quit. Dr. Curry was troubled. 
Dr. Diehl had talked that way to 
him. But they were in the midst 
of a financial campaign. It was 
no time to start a heresy hunt. 
‘Brother Lacy,” he said, “if you 
get out now you will have to tell 
why and that will kill the col- 
lege. Wait until the eampaign 
is over.’’ So Dr. Lacy stayed 
until the campaign was over. 
“Save Southwestern’”’ was the 
slogan of the campaign. 
Southwestern was_ saved. 
Out of debt and with buila- 
ings and equipment not 
excelled anywhere unless 
at the Eastern universi- 
ties, it was ready to go 
forward to greater use- 
fulness. 

Dr. Lacy’s hour had struck. Now 
he could shake the dust of Southwest- 
ern from his shoes and betake him- 
self to other fields where the seeds 
of heresy were not sown. 


E TOLD Dr. Diehl he was going 
H « quit, and why. It is Dr. 

Diehl’s firm. belief that if Dr. 
Lacy had been offered the _ posi- 
tion of teacher of Bible at the col- 
lege, he would not have gone away, 
but Dr. Lacy denies this. It was not 
offered, at any rate, and he looked 


-elsewhere and obtained the superin- 


tendency of Presbyterian schools of 
the Synod of Mississippi, one of the 
four synods controlling the college, 
the others being Tennessee, Alabama 
and Louisiana. The reason he gave 
to Dr. Diehl was that he was leaving 
because he could no longer abide with 
a college whose president could say: 
“If a person is loving and kind he 


‘will be&® saved, even if he has never 


heard of Christ;:’’ who did not believe 
in the history. or science of the first 
part of Genesis; who did not believe 
God. told Joshua and the Israelites to 
destroy the Canaanites; who did not 
believe in the imprecatory psalms: 
who laid all the emphasis on Christ 
as a “‘norm’”’ rather than on the death 
of Christ as a sacrifice to satisfy Di- 
vine justice; who told young ministera 
they would make themselves a laugh- 
ing stock if they preached hell, and 
who had said teaching the shorter 
catechism was the bunk, and so on. 
The main drawback to most of these 
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statements, Dr. 
Diehl replied, was 
that they were not 
true, though he was frank to admit 
that he was not in accord with Dr. 
Lacy's interpretation of the doctrines 
of the church, or for that matter with 
Dr. Lacy’s general attitude and out- 
look on life. 

Well, Dr. Lacy said he was going 
and Dr. Diehl said all right, they would 
try to get along without him, or some- 
thing to that general effect. 

Dr. Lacy went forth and launched 
a new campaign to “Save Southwest- 
ern’ from its president. There were 
not wanting eager ears to listen to 


his tale. There had not been a heresy 
hunt in the South for some time. 
There were . highly trained heretic 


hunters in Memphis and down in Mis- 
sissippi and here and there through- 
Out the South who were straining at 
the leash, one might say. Dr. Lacy 
told his tale to Dr. J. P. Robertson. a 
heresy. hunter of high renown and a 
pamphleteer of prowess: to the Rev. 
R. Girard Lowe, who was later to dis- 
cover dances and pajama parties and 
such high jinks at the college; to the 
Rev. A. C. Dudley and to Dr. J. V. 
Johnson, all Presbyterian preachers of 
Memphis, who were more than willing 
to help drive heresy from the halls 
of Southwestern. 

These four took it upon themselves 
to start the hunt. A petition was pre- 
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pared, addressed to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the college, charging that 
President Diehl was not sound in the 
faith; that he was a reckless admin- 
istrator and that the Presbyterian 
Constituency of Memphis had lost con- 
fidence in his administration. They 
signed it, as did the Reverends J. V. 
Cobb, F. D. Daniel, J. J. Hill, E. M. 
Nesbitt, Turney B. Roddy and H. B. 
Wade of Memphis and the Reverend 
W. E. Powell of Somerville, Tennessee. 

The four went to see Dr. Diehl. It 
was about dinner time when they ar- 
rived and Dr. Diehl invited them to the 
dining room, but they said no, they 
had come on serious business. They 
told him how much they thought of 
him personally and how they appreci- 
ated all that he had done for the col- 
lege, but they thought it was time for 
-him to resign. If he would do that, the 
petition that one of them had in his 
pocket would not be presented and all 
would be well. They would give him 
a few days to think it over. Dr. Diehl 
was much obliged but he didn’t need 
any days to think it over. His answer 
was ready. lit was “NO.”
